Trudeau      Memorial 


A  Passion  for  Learning

On  October  3,  all 
students  ot  Selwyn 
House  assembled  in 
the  auditorium  to  mark  the 
passing  of  a  former  Prime 
Minister  of  Canada,  the 
Right  Honourable  Pierre 
Elliot  Trudeau,  a  man 
whose  influence  can  be  seen 
on  this  School  just  as  it  can 
on  the  whole  of  Canada. 
The  students  heard  three 
personal  reflections  on  the 
man:  from  the  Headmaster, 
from  a  teacher  who  met  and 
admired  him,  and  from 
Michel  Vennat,  a  Selwyn 
House  parent  who  knew  the 
man  academically  and 
professionally. 

Headmaster  Will  Mitchell  began  the  program  by 
paraphrasing  from  the  book  Trudeau  and  Our  Times,  by 
Stephen  Clarkson  and  Christine  McCall:  "Thirty-five  years 
after  he  first  sought  office,  Pierre  Elliott  Trudeau  and  his 
ideas  remain  dominant  in  the  northern  attic  of  the 
continent,  a  standard  against  which  other  political  actors, 
thinkers,  theorists,  and  hopefuls — past  and  present — 
measure  themselves  and  are  measured,"  Mr.  Mitchell  said. 

Michel  Vennat  was  born  in  Montreal  in  1941.  A  Rhodes 
Scholar  from  Quebec  with  a  degree  from  College  Jean-de- 
Brebeuf  he  became  one  of  Pierre  Trudeau's  first  students  at 
the  Universite  de  Montreal  Faculty  of  Law. 

In  addition  to  Mr.  Vennat's  numerous  posts  and 
accomplishments  in  his  private  career,  the  many  positions 
he  has  held  in  the  public  sector  include  assignments  with 
the  Department  of  External  Affairs,  as  Deputy  Chief  of 
Staff  for  Prime  Minister  Trudeau,  and  as  assistant  to 
Mitchell  Sharp  when  the  latter  was  Minister  of  Finance  in 
the  Trudeau  cabinet. 

"I  met  Pierre  Elliott  Trudeau  as  a  student,  in  his  first  year 
as  a  professor  at  the  Faculty  of  Law  of  the  Universite  de 
Montreal,  where  he  taught  us  civil  liberties,"  Mr.  Vennat 
recalled.  "Other  than  his  incisive  mind  and  his  flair  for  life, 
there  was  nothing  to  indicate  that  he  would  be  a  great  leader 
one  day  -  but,  in  retrospect,  the  foundation  was  in  place. 

"The  subject  of  his  course,  civil  liberties,  the  primacy  of 
the  individual  over  the  tyranny  of  the  collectivity',  is  the 
foundation  of  his  political  legacy." 

Mr.  Vennat  said  that  Trudeau's  emergence  as  a  great 
statesman  came  about  not  by  accident,  but  as  a  direct  result

of  his  "strong  intellect, 
strong  body,  and  decades  of 
dedicated  pursuit  of 
learning  and  excellence. 
When  the  opportunity 
came  for  public  service,  he 
was  prepared  as  no  other 
Canadian  public  figure 
before  him." 

Trudeau,  said  Mr. 
Vennat,  "had  a  passion  for 
learning."  In  school  he  read 
extensively  and  studied 
harder  than  his  classmates. 
He  saw  Canada  and  the 
world  at  close  hand,  an 
experience  that  gave  him 
great  insights  into  global 
cultures. 

"Being  from  a  wealthy  family,  he  could  have  chosen  a  life 
of  comfort  and  idleness,"  Mr.  Vennat  pointed  out.  "Instead, 
he  set  out  to  change  Canada  and  the  world.  When  he 
returned  from  his  studies  and  his  travels,  he  became 
involved  in  the  struggle  to  free  Quebec  from  the  dark, 
retrograde  days  of  Duplessis,  as  a  writer,  journalist  and 
political  activist." 

Mr.  Trudeau's  experiences  prepared  him  to  enter  public 
life  with  precise  goals  in  mind:  "To  improve  Canada  by 
ensuring  that  French  Canadians  assert  their  rightflil  place  in 
our  national  institutions  by  taking  over  and  not  by 
separating;  to  strengthen  individual  rights  and  protect 
individuals  from  the  arbitrariness  of  governments  and  the 
tyranny  of  the  majority;  to  ensure  that  Canada  would  do 
more  for  world  peace;  and  to  make  this  country  a  place  that 
would  welcome  and  celebrate  the  diversity  of  its  cultures. 

"Pierre  Trudeau  was  a  free  man,"  Mr.  Vennat  told  the 
Selwyn  House  students.  "He  helped  our  country  not  only 
to  stay  united,  but  to  come  of  age,  and  he  repatriated  our 
Constitution  and  enshrined  our  Charter  of  Rights.  He  put 
Canada,  and  Canadians,  on  the  international  stage.  He 
accomplished  this  by  having  a  clear  vision  of  his  values  of 
respect  for  the  individual  and  of  tolerance  of  diversity.  His 
courage  was  supported  by  his  physical  condition,  by  his 
spiritual  values,  and  by  his  love  of  his  family  and  friends." 

Mr.  Vennat  listed  for  the  Selwyn  House  students  what 
he  sees  as  Mr.  Trudeau's  life  lessons:  "Do  not  be  afraid  to 
dream  big;  do  not  be  afraid  to  challenge  conventional 
wisdom  in  the  pursuit  of  justice  and  freedom;  never  give  up; 
and,  above  all,  respect  and  love  your  fellow  human  beings, 
as  he  always  did.

"Pierre  Trudeau  was  a 
great  Canadian,  but  also  a 
great  citizen  of  the  world!" 
Mr.  Vennat  concluded. 
"He  will  remain  our 
inspiration." 

At  the  memorial, 
Selwyn  House  senior 
English  teacher  Kathi 
Biggs  recounted  her  own 
chance  meeting  with  Mr. 
Trudeau  in  1986. 

At  that  time,  Ms.  Biggs 
was  teaching  the  senior 
form  at  The  Study  school 
in  Westmount.  "One 
of  the  girls  in  the 
graduating  class  had  a 
close  family  contact 
with  Mr.  Trudeau,"  she 
recalled,  "and  the  school 
community  was  hoping 
that  he  would  come  to 
speak  at  her  class 
graduation." 

Unfortunately,  Mr. 
Trudeau  resigned  as  Prime  Minister  a  few  months 
before  The  Study's  graduation,  vowing  not  to  speak  at 
any  public  functions  for  a  couple  of  years.  Rather  than 
reneging  on  his  promise  to  The  Study,  Mr.  Trudeau  said  he 
would  come  and  speak  to  the  graduating  class,  provided 
there  were  no  publicity. 

"He  did,  indeed,  arrive  on  a  May  day,"  Ms.  Biggs  said, 
"having  walked  over  unattended,  and  entered,  without 
fanfare,  through  a  side  door.  I  was  struck  by  how  small  he 
was  in  stature.  How  was  this  possible  in  such  a  giant  of  a 
man? 

"During  a  private  moment,  I  took  the  opportunity  to 
express  to  the  former  Prime  Minister  what  a  hero  he  was  to 
my  father,  and  to  me,  since  our  having  immigrated  from 
Hungary  and  finding  in  him  all  we  had  ever  hoped  for  in  a 
leader  of  a  democracy.  His  response  to  me  will  stay  with  me 
forever.  He  said:  'Me,  a  hero?  I'm  a  politician.  But  you — 
you're  a  teacher!' 

"I  was  already  a  great  fan,"  Ms.  Biggs  concluded,  "Talk 
about  gilding  the  lily  (or  the  rose,  in  this  case)...." 

Headmaster  Mitchell  compared  Trudeau  to  John  F. 
Kennedy,  recounting  his  own  brushes  with  these  two  great 
political  personalities  of  the  20th  century.  Like  Kennedy, 
Trudeau  captured  the  imagination  of  a  generation,  Mr.

Mitchell  said.  Both  men 
had  great  ideas,  a  sense  of 
vision,  and  an  ability  to 
articulate  them. 

"Trudeau's  impact  was 
immense,"  Mr.  Mitchell 
continued,  pointing  out 
that  many  ol  his  concepts 
that  re-shaped  Canada 
have  also  become  corner- 
stones of  the  philosophy 
of  Selwyn  House.  His 
idea  of  a  "Just  Society" 
can  be  seen  reflected  in 
the  School's  ethic  of  the 
Civil  Community." 

The  intensive  French 
programme  adopted  at 
Selwyn  House  is  a  direct 
inheritance  from  his 
dream  of  a  bilingual 
Canada.  Likewise,  the 
former  Prime  Minister's 
vision  of  an  inclusive 
Canada  has  served  as 
an  example  for  the  social 
philosophy  in  use  at  Selwyn  House. 

Returning  to  the  Kennedy  comparison,  the  Headmaster 
said  the  magnetism  of  both  men  came  through  when  one 
saw  them  in  person,  an  observation  based  on  Mr.  Mitchell's 
own  chance  encounters  with  the  two  great  leaders  in  his 
student  days.  During  a  stopover  in  an  airport  in  Ireland, 
Mr.  Mitchell  saw  Kennedy  speak  to  a  small  group  and  was 
greatly  impressed  by  the  President's  powers  of 
communication  and  ability  to  connect  with  his  audience. 

A  few  years  later,  almost  by  accident,  Mr.  Mitchell  found 
himself  included  in  a  small  hotel-room  gathering 
with  Trudeau.  The  future  Headmaster  was  struck  by  the 
Prime  Minister's  deference  toward  his  guests,  as  Trudeau 
made  sure  to  draw  everyone  present  into  the  discussion  at 
hand. 

"Trudeau  was  the  person,  perhaps  more  than  any 
other,  who  brought  Canada  recognition,  respect  and 
credibility  in  the  20th  century,"  Mr.  Mitchell  said.  "Some 
would  say  that  it  was  while  Mr.  Trudeau  was  Prirne 
Minister  that  Canada  matured  as  a  nation,  so  that  it  could 
play  a  significant  role  in  international  affairs. 

"He  will  be  remembered  as  the  intellectual,  the 
philosopher,  the  visionary,  the  leader,  and  the  warm  human 
being."

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Rafting  Trip  to  the  Rouge  River 


Wikey-Wakey  &  the  Washing  Machine 


On  September  7th,  60  fellow 
Grade  1 1  students  and  I  set 
out  to  tame  the  rapids  of  the 
Rouge  River.  Aher  a  morning  of 
classes,  we  were  eager  to  load  our 
equipment  and  board  the  bus  for  the 
hour-and-a-half  ride  to  the  New  World 
River  Expeditions'  campsite.

Aher  the  short  ride,  we 
unloaded  rafts,  kayaks,  and  paddles 
and  headed  for  the  water  as  our 
Headmaster,  Mr.  Mitchell,  looked  on 
proudly. 

The  grade  was  divided  into  four 
groups,  and  we  spent  time  learning 
rescue  techniques  and  becoming 
familiar  with  the  river. 

We  learned  the  basics  of  paddling 
and  turning  a  kayak  fairly  quickly.  Our 
Physics  teacher,  Mr.  Moffat,  had  given 
us  a  tew  pointers  the  day  before  at 
school,  which  saved  us  some  belly-ups.

Once  we  all 
reached  land  and  emptied  the  kayaks 
out,  halt  the  group  went  for  a  swim 
before  we  loaded  the  bus  and  headed

back  to  camp  to  go  to  sleep. 

Exhausted,  we  slept  soundly  until 
the  morning  silence  was  interrupted  by 
the  sound  ot  "Wakey-wakey! "  Mr. 
Wearing  was  running  the  rounds, 
rousing  everybody  at  the  crack  of 
dawn.  In  the  distance,  a  response  was 
heard:  "Too  sleepy!"

water  and  returned  to  camp  for  supper. 
On  our  final  morning  at  the  camp, 
we  suited  up  early  and  headed  further 
upstream  on  the  Rouge  River  to  begin 
our  rafting.  Before  we  knew  it,  we  were 
on  the  raft  and  drifting  down  the 
canyon  portion  of  the  river.  On  the 
way  down,  the  turbulence  was  strong 
at  times,  but  not  strong  enough  to  flip 
the  raft.  Our  guide  let  us  command 
the  ship  for  some  stretches,  and  we 
managed  to  steer  our  way  into  and  out 
of  trouble.

The  public  speaking  team  from  Selwyn  House  School 
took  top  honours  overall,  and  top  honours  among 
Canadian  private  schools  at  the  International 
Independent  Schools'  Public  Speaking  League  competition

The  reader  can  buy  the 
downloadable  books 
from  Barnes  and  Nobk 
(www.barnes&noble.com 
or  they  can  be  borrowed 
from  a  participating  library. 
Here  is  the  good  part:  when  the  book 
is  due,  if  you  don't  renew,  the  book 
simply  disappears  off  your  Rocket.

The  Rocket  holds  about  six  hours 
of  battery  time,  so  it  you  tall  asleep 
with  it  on  your  lap  it  could  be  a 
problem.

Community  Service  Committee 

A  three-level  plan

This  year,  Selwyn  House  School  is 
introducing  a  more  formalized 
approach  to  the  volunteer 
activities  in  which  our  students 
participate.  Selwyn  students  have 
always  been  available  to  participate  in 
various  activities,  whether  it  be  visiting 
senior  citizens,  collecting  and  preparing 
Christmas  food  baskets,  or  raising  funds 
for  and  participating  in  The  Terry  Fox 
Run.  And  Selwyn  House  is  always  there 
when  a  need  arises,  having  a  bake  sale  to 
raise  money  for  famine  relief,  or 
collecting  clothing  donations  to  assist 
fire  victims. 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  the 
Community  Service  Committee,  a 
branch  of  the  Parent  Volunteer 
Association,  research  on  community 
service  programmes  was  gathered  last 
year  from  various  schools  in  Ontario 
and  Quebec  and  presented  to  the 
Selwyn  House  administration.  The 
following  is  an  outline  of  how  things 
are    developing    for    SHS    students 


vis  a  vis  our  own  Selwyn  House 
Community  Service  Programme. 

One  of  the  goals  of  the  programme 
is  to  give  each  student  the  opportunity 
to  participate  in  a  community  service 
experience  every  year.  At  all  levels, 
events  and  guest  speakers  will  be 
scheduled  to  promote  awareness, 
which  will  help  foster  volunteerism 
within  the  student  body. 

Opportunities  will  be  made 
available  at  each  of  the  three  division 
levels.  Students,  through  their 
homeroom  teacher,  will  be  involved  in 
group  activities  in  the  Elementary 
School,  with  teachers  choosing  theme- 
related  projects.  Middle  School 
students,  with  their  teachers'  guidance, 
will  participate  in  activities  that  focus 
on  doing  things  within  the  School, 
allowing  them  to  take  ownership  and 
pride  in  their  school.  Secondary 
School  students  will  be  encouraged  to 
take  on  independent  activities  outside 
the  School,  choosing  those  which  are 


of  most  interest  to  them. 

Three  Community  Service  Prefects 
have  been  named — Jon-Ian  Lui, 
Andrew  Sniderman  and  Luke  Reid — 
to  help  promote  the  Community 
Service  plan.  They  will  work 
closely  with  the  Community  Service 
Committee,  whose  role  is  to  provide 
students  and  teachers  with  a  menu  of 
activities,  guest  speakers  and  contacts 
within  various  organizations  to  make 
volunteering  easy. 

By  the  time  he  leaves  the  school,  a 
Selwyn  House  student  will  have  been 
made  aware  of  disadvantaged  people  (a 
reality  in  our  community/society),  and 
will  have  contributed  to  a  need.  He 
will  have  taken  pride  in  his  school,  which 
will  enhance  our  civil  community.  And, 
he  will  have  opportunities  to  volunteer 
in  his  community  with  one-on-one 
experiences.

A  question  of  priorities

On  October  16, 
Selwyn  House 
students  from 
Grades  7  to  11  heard 
two  inspiring  messages  of 
community  service,  one 
from  a  leader  of  local 
charities,  the  other  a 
message  of  global  concern 
from  one  of  their  peers. 

A  Montreal  attorney  for 
25  years,  Joel  King  has  also 
worked  at  the  centre  of 
some  of  the  city's 
major  charities.  Aside  from 
his  involvement  with  his 
local  school,  hospital  and 
synagogue,  Mr.  King  is 
Executive  Director  of 
the  Jewish  Community 
Foundation  of  Montreal, 
and  has  been  an  organizer 
lor  the  Missing  Children's 
Network.  Last  year,  he 
served  as  Campaign 
Chair  for  the  Combined 
Jewish  Appeal,  a  drive  that  raised  $36  million. 

Mr.  King  gave  his  audience  a  glimpse  of  what  life  is 
like    for    families    who    depend    on    community   service, 
families    that    are    struggling    to 
live       on       welfare       payments 
that    amount    to    only    $1,271 
dollars  per  month  for  a  family  of 
four.  Having  grown  up  poor,  he 
has  a  personal  acquaintance  with 
this  reality. 

"There  has  been  no  greater  joy 
in  my  life  than  the  ability  to  give 
money,"  King  told  the  students.  "I 

consider    it    to    be    an    act    of         

righteousness — not  charity." 

Arnold  Engel  became  involved  with  the  Free  the 
Children  organization  four  years  ago,  after  hearing  a 
speech  by  Craig  Kielburger  of  Toronto,  who  founded  the 
25,000-member  organization  five  years  ago  at  the  age  of 
twelve.

Engel  said,  compared  to  the  $25-million  price  tag  for 
the  Molson  Centre.  The  amount  of  money  spent  world-

He  told  his  classmates  that 
they  should  not  let  their 
privileged  upbringing  separate 
them  from  the  problems  of  the 
poor.

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Mobile  computing  comes  to  Selwyn  House

The  laptop  movement  in  K-12 
schools  is  becoming  more 
popular  in  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  Selwyn  House  has  been 
researching  this  phenomenon  and 
evaluating  all  of  the  implications  of 
these  programmes,  both  positive  and 
negative.  Currently,  our  goal  at  Selwyn 
House  is  to  give  each  student  all  the 
benefits  of  a  laptop  program,  without 
the  burdens  of  ownership.  Well  over 
90  per  cent  of  Selwyn  House  students 
have  access  to  at  least  one  computer 
and  the  Internet  at  home,  and  this  was 
an  important  consideration  as  we  tried 
to  find  the  "Selwyn  House  model"  tor 
laptop  implementation.  The  model  we 
have  developed  calls  for  providing 
laptops  to  our  faculty  (as  of  this 
September  over  90  per  cent  of  Selwyn 
House  teachers  had  been  assigned  a 
new  IBM  700-Mhz  PHI  ThinkPad), 
and  making  computers  available 
throughout  the  school  through  the  use 
of  a  mobile  set  of  laptops. 

At  the  same  time,  we  have  taken 
steps  that  will  allow  students  to  access 
their  schoolwork  from  any  computer 
at  school  or  at  home. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  our  own 
teachers  have  been  requesting  more 
computer  access  for  their  classes. 
When  the  two  existing  computer  labs 
at  Selwyn  House  are  not  being  used  for 
computer  science  classes,  they  are 
available  to  teachers  of  other  subjects. 
Our  approach  required  us  to  rethink 
the  traditional  computer-lab  concept, 
opting,  instead,  for  a  plan  that  would 
redistribute  computers  throughout  the 
school.  Use  of  a  computer  is  no  longer 
limited  to  a  specific  room  in  the 
school,  as  they  are  tools  that  can  now 
be  used  in  any  room,  for  any  subject. 
We  have  provided  a  mobile  cart  of 
laptops  that  may  be  signed  out  by  any 
teacher  and   used   in   any  classroom.

Using  a  wireless  network  hub  and 
battery  power  eliminates  the  need  for 
having  a  jungle  of  wires  and  cables. 
Computers  on  the  laptop  cart  are  easy 
to  set  up,  access  to  the  Internet  is 
remarkably  fast,  and  any  observer  will 
quickly  see  how  comfortable  and 
intrigued  the  students  are  with  these 
machines. 

During  the  first  month  of  school 
this  year,  several  classes  used  the 
laptops  for  a  variety  of  activities, 
including  writing,  doing  research  on 
the  Internet,  using  pre-installed 
educational  software,  and  preparing 
electronic  presentations.  The  teachers 
of  these  classes  are  excited  about  the 
possibility  of  creating  activities  that 
previously  would  have  been  difficult  to 
coordinate.  Based  on  the  early  success 
of  this  project,  we  plan  to  acquire  more 
laptops  and  set  up  a  second  mobile 
cart. 

Each   Senior   and   Middle   School 


student  has  been  given  private  data 
storage  space  on  the  School's  central 
server,  as  well  as  an  e-mail  account,  so 
that  work  completed  at  school  can  be 
saved  on  the  server  and  accessed  from 
any  other  computer  in  the  school,  or 
even  from  home,  via  e-mail.  Our 
approach  is  to  "leverage"  the  resources 
(access  to  computers  and  Internet)  that 
students  already  have  at  home.

ThinkWave 

A  number  of  teachers  throughout 
the  school  have  been  using  a 
software  package  called  ThinkWave, 
a  grade  book/planning  book  that  also 
allows  teachers  to  confidentially 
publish  student  grades,  calendars,  and 
handouts  on  the  Web. 

Each  student  is  given  his  own 
password  that  gives  him  access  to  a 
private  Web  page  that  displays  only  his 
grades.  Parents  can  also  be  given  their 
own  password  to  view  this 
information  from  any  computer  and 
Web  browser. 

The  teachers  who  are  using 
ThinkWave  are  thrilled  with  this  new 
organizational  tool,  and  students  are 


Mobile  computing 


very  pleased  to  have  on-line  access  to 
their  grades.  Handouts  that  are  lost 
can  be  printed  from  ThinkWave.  If 
students  have  forgotten  an  assignment 
due  date,  they  can  check  on  the 
ThinkWave  class  calendar. 

ThinkWave  is  another  tool  for 
enhancing  teacher-student  and 
teacher-parent  communication.  The 
students  also  find  ThinkWave  to  be  a 
valuable  resource.
